On Earnings 


Get set for a change in 
your 
paycheck after Jan. I when new 
withholding tax rates 
on 
wages 
and salaries will go into affect. In 
addition to changing the schedules 
to make the 
withholding 
system 
more precise— the idea is to col­ 
lect approximately the full 
and 
exact amount of income taxes you 
owe the government— there 
w ill 
he a change in the amount of ex­ 
emptions you can claim. 
l Tp to now' youi withholding tax 
was based on a $10 bracket for­ 
mula. All people in that 
bracket, 
according to the number of their 
dependents had the same amount 
of tax withheld. For example: 
Smith and Jones each are mar-j 
vied, and each has one dependent. 
Smith made $30 a week and Jones 
earned $39.50. However, both were 
in the same SIO bracket, so both)

it is the favorite food of the deer. 
It is spelled 
lichen 
but 
pro­ 
nounced ‘liken.’ Many people call 
it a moss but it is not a moss and 
the deer are as hungry for it as 
a child is for candy. To me, it is 
one of the strangest and most in­ 
teresting plants in all oui woods. 
You will see this “moss" grow ­ 
ing on a great rock but you would 
never think that the little roots 
which you do not see are dissolv­ 
ing the surface of the rock upon | 
which they live.
